It is ft matter of some conseaueuee to 


oar citizens to know I»ow it happens 
that there is apparently no limit to the 
powers of the Board of Kegents of the 
University, with reepect to the em- 
ployment of its funds. So extraordina- 
ry a condition of things as has existed 
haru unqwrtioned, until the secret rea- 
ions for Prof. Can's removal bewail to 
develop themselves, may well challenge 
attention. Each elected and appointed 
member holds office for a term of six- 
teen years. They ore responsible to no 
one for a property worth nearly a mil- 
lion of dollars. They dispense through 
the employment of thie property no tri- 
fling amount of patronage. Though the 
Congressional Act of endowment ex- 
pressly requires the land fund to be in- 
vested in United States bonds, or State 
etock, or other equally safe specified 
methods, no attention is paid to the con- 
dition. What permanent security can 
there be to the funds of the University 
when one Kegent has the use of $79,- 
709 96, (nee statement of Begents, p, 
33) at the rate of 6 per oent. per annum, 
when another recommends and carries 
the sale of valuable lands and water 
rights; au& a third cooks up a trade in 
which he is an interested party, -which 
invests the proceeds of the public laud 
soles in city lots, and alienates from its 
legitimate uses the lauds of the Agricul- 
tural College. 
A Kegent boasts that he 


drew up the Organic Act which allows 
the location and snle of the public lands 
to be made by the Regents, "for such 
price, and on such terms only ns they 
shall prescribe." 


The Regents say (page 3 of their state* 


inent) "that there is not another State 
in the Union that has sold her Agricul 
tarol College land grant for cue-fifth as 
limchaswe have obtained." Perhaps 
when the Congressional Committee fur- 
nish their report of the returns from 
each'State, we shall find our Eegents to 
have derived their information from 
President Oilman, for no agricultural 
oollege makes report of having sold any 
appreciable amount of these lands a the 
figures named by the Regents. But does 
imy State except California indulge in 
speculations in city lots, under the man- 
agement of Regents largely interested in 
city property? Take Regents Merritt 
ami Tompkins. Four full blocks in the 
heart of the City cf Oakland are kept 
out of market for three years, while all 
the immediate neighborhood is rapidly 
filling up and their nearly contiguous 


' ots rapidly advance in value. No soon- 


er is the Brayton property purchased 
than Regent Merritt buys a block exactly 
opposite and proceeds to erect the Grand 
Central Hotel thereon. When the trains 
are all laid arid the time comes for the 
Male of the Brayton property, the block 
of said property opposite the hold is found 
not lo be offered with the rest. 


How are the public ever to know who 


the real purchasers of the Brayton prop- 
erty are, on "long time" and the most fa- 
uorabie terms? 
The Regents have thus 


far manipulated funds, buildings, «tc., 
to suit themselves, have kept their trans- 
actions secret, have been to all intents 
and purposes o close corporation. 
They 


oicft some of tltt most valuable property 
around Berkeley as individuals, not as 
Regents. To-day they own the Brayton 
property in their corporate capacity. 
Two weeks hence they will perhaps own 
the same property in their individaai 
capacity. There is nothing in the past 
history of the institution which forbids 
the expectation of the possibility. 


Now, 
is there any reason for disbe- 


lieving what has frequently been stated, 
that the removal of members of the Fac- 
ulty last winter and last month was in- 
tended to divert attention and inquiry 
from far more important matters'; 


IT is very gratifying to the TRIBOXE to 


linve the moimnres which it has orginat- 
ed_aud advocated finally endorsed and 
supported by the dignified A'eics. Of 
course onrold. fogy cotemporary has to 
hang back and see how the people take 
the TRIBUNE'S suggestions before it ven- 
tures an opinion; but when the .Ve'cs 
advocates any of the propositions which 
we have advanced, it is n good indica- 
tion that the matter meets with public 
favor. For some time post the TKTBUNB 
has urged the adoption of a better fire 
alarm system for this city. At first the 
.Vcies was inclined to oppose anything of 
the kind, and the editor wrote a com- 
munication to his own paper objecting 
to any improvement; but public opinion 
had been turned in favor of the Tm- 
JIUSE'S suggestions and consequently 
this morning the JVeics comes lumbering 
along with its old go cart hill of endorse- 
ments for the very system which we 
proposed. It is fair to presume that the 
Council' intends to take action in the 
matter at its next meeting, and that the 
-Vctcs has had on intimation of that fact, 
or it would not have favored the project 
no soon after the THIBT-XE had proposed

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY AGAIK. 


A portion of the people of Idaho Tcr- 


itory arc at last couuectod with the icit 


>t the world by telegraph, over which 
fact those directly interested have lately 


'joieed txeeediugly. The local paper 


concerned is to hnnd with the proceed- 
ings as well as samples of the first dis- 
patches from the great world bcyoud. 
The San Francisco budget contained an 
important item about the Police Court. 
It might happen to interest one person 
in Idaho, or it might not; most likely 
it did not, but it was characteristic of 
about one-half the trash *eut over the 
wires cf the nation iu the special inter- 
est of a very few newspapers. 


The Idahoaiis' victory is rather an 


empty one after all. The tariff on pri- 
vate messages will be so great, that to 
indulge at all will be a luxury. The 
great mass of the people cannot afford 
to send one .dispatch a year. Were the 
geueial government to own all the wires 
of the country, almost every person 
could and would contribute more or less 
to the support of that branch of the pos- 
tal service. Too postal telegraph estab- 
lished in the Kingdom of Greut Britain 
two or three years ago, already pays 
that government one per cent, on the in- 
vestment. A twenty-word message can 
be sent the longest distance for twenty- 
five cents, and an answer obtaiued for 
half that sum. Other European "efl'ete" 
monarchies are affording their people 
with like postal favor's. 
Newspapers 


across the Atlantic do not telegraph 
everypetty accident or incident all over 
the land, as in this country. Here the 
leading press rule the people and gov- 
ernment cm ' this subject of .cheap tele- 
graphy, with more than despotic sway. 


The smaller journals of America can 


effect a change for the better on this 
score, if they will act unitedly and vig- 
orously. ' Very few of them seem ever 
to give the subject a thought, however 
much it is clearly to their advantage to 
have a cheap teleijraphic system. A 
gentleman of our acquaintance the other 
day, ou reading an article in the Titn>- 
CSB about government establishing a 
thousand miles of wire in Arizona for 
the benefit of a few hundred people, iu 
the name of "miltary necessity," was 
very much aroused to the theme, -when 
he recurred to his lately sending §20 to 
Santa Barbara, by wire, at a cost of S3! 
Fifteen per cent, is very clever wages 
for carrying that distance.

PROF. CABS AT VALLEJO. 


The object or subject of the wrath of 


the Regency, lately delivered a lecture 
before the public school teachers as- 
sembled at Vallejo, his text being the 
question of timber—tree-planting. 
It 


is sufe to say that the lecture contains 
quite as much information on that im- 
portant subject as that of all the Re- 
gents put together, and were it printed 
and circulated and its ideas acted upon 
throughout the State, that it would re- 
sult in quite as much public good as the 
promised expose of his leading points 
of "incompeteucy." 


The Vallejo Chronicle gives quite a 


synopsis of the lecture. 
He started out 


by saying that the public school teach- 
ers needed to be informed as much ns 
anybody on the material interests of the 
State, and accordingly he had selected a 
subject ont of the line of those usually 
discussed before such bodies. 
The 


synopsis concludes as follows: 


A diffusion of information on this 


subject is the primary remedy.

State's authority must be called in to 
enforce the protection of our timbered 
lands, 
European nations have their 


fpresterH aud forest laws, and why 
should not the sovereign Stites of the 
Union follov.- the example? In Cali- 
fornia tlif demand at our nurseries is 
only fin >1iiii;k-growiugand showy trees. 
Xo tine tree should be exclusively plant- 
ed. There must be diversity. In Scot- 
laud formerly the larch had been planted 
and cultivated so exclusively that there 
had been overcrowding aud the trees be- 
came diseased and died. If New York 
shall as she is asked to do, give the Adi- 
rondack region for a public park, slie 
will have secured to every oue of her citi- 
zens an inalienable inheritance. Man 
must be taught to touch with reverence 
even the hem of that greeu robe which 
nature wears, and which is no where so 
beautiful as iu our own Golden State. 
Prof. Carr was applauded at the close of 
an eloquent peroration.

Haywards. 


Tho nativity of these teachers is as 


follows: Six were.born in the Xew Eng- 
land States ;five in the Middle;two in the 
Southern; nine in the North-western, 
and nine are natives of California; one 
was bora in England, another in the 
Sandwich Islands, while one pnt his 
name down as an "American" It was 
kind in him to state that there was one 
American on the soil yet. A goodly per- 
centage if from the Northwestern States, 
from whence they emigrated 011 account 
of the extreme implemency of the winter 
weather. Many of the best of our teach- 
ers have come to California for that 
reason.
